The  preservation  ot  this  record  cannot  tail  to  prove  valuable  and  a 
source  ot  pride  and  interest,  not  only  to  persons  connected  with  this 
family,  hut,  to  some  extent,  the  world  in  general,  and  this  hook  mas 
prove  to  be  the  foundation  upon  which  future  record'  max  he  built,  thus 
perpetuating  a  record  that  would  otherwise  he  lost  for  ail  time. 
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After  the  distribution  of  the  book.  "Descendants  of  Samuel  Weeks 
of  Danville.  Vermont.”  published  in  193a.  the  author  received  a  letter 
from  Mr.  11.  Clifton,  of  Manchester,  England,  early  in  the  current  year 
(1935).  in  which  he  stated  that  he  had  access  to  a  large  library  of  official 
English  government  records,  extending  hack  through  medieval  tiim  s. 
After  some  correspondence,  he  kindly  offered  his  set  vices  in  tracing  the 
ancestral  line  and  family  records  of  Leonard  Weeks,  of  Greenland. 
N.  II..  through  the  available  records  at  his  command.  After  reccivii  g 
my  consent,  he  proceeded  with  the  investigation  through  a  peiiod  o» 
about  three  months,  and  this  Supplement  is  the  remit  of  his  re  rear*:!*.. 
I  have  no  doubt  that  the  remits  of  Mr.  Clifton's  r-tforts  will  he  as  grati¬ 
fying  l"  all  people  interested  in  this  work  a>  it  lias  been  to  the  author, 
himself,  who  feels  no  little  pleasure  and  pride  in  being  instrumental  in 
placing  these  statistics  in  shape  for  historical  value,  at  a  time  when  thex 
were  generally  supposed  to  he  lost  forever.  These  rev  latiuns  are  much 
like  rawing  the  curtain  on  a  stage  of  England’s  medieval  H  e.  in  which 
our  ancestors  played  a  conspicuous  part,  that  had  beer:  all  hut  lost  t<« 
their  posterity  or  audience.  1  believe  all  of  their  descendants  will  join 
in  proclaiming  our  gratitude  for  the  high  standards  of  Hie  mam  tabled 
by  them  throughout  those  trying  years  and  centuries  i:x  :1k  Hie  of  the 
Caucasian  race.  In  placing  these  records  before  my  readers.  1  am  mind¬ 
ful  of  that  beautiful  poem— "A  Psalm  of  Life.”  by  Longfellow: 

“Lite  is  real!  Lite  is  earnest! 

Amt  the  grave  is  not  its  goat; 

‘Dust  thou  art.  to  dust  returneth,’ 

Was  not  spoken  of  the  soul. 

“Lives  of  preen  men  all  remind  us 

We  can  make  our  lives  sublime, 

And.  departing,  leave  behind  us 

Footprints  on  the  sand  of  time." 
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FAMILY  OR  SURNAMES 

In  England,  the  custom  of  using  family  names  began  after  t h • 
Norman  Conquest,  about  1098.  A.  1).  Not  solely  a*  a  resuit  of  this  inva¬ 
sion.  but  as  a  necessity  it.  tin-  more  populous  areas  of  all  countries,  es¬ 
pecially  on  the  mainland  ot  Europe,  on  account  of  the  increasing  dii- 
ficulty  in  identifying  people-  under  the  old  system  of  promiscuous  names. 

The  dictionary  of  Engli-b  surnames,  “Patronymica  Rritanuica,”  lit- 
the  name  Weeks.  Wevkes.  etc.,  the.  same  as  Wick.  \\  ikes.  Wvke.  Wyk- 
etc.,  which  seem  to  be  nit  re  orthographic  il  variations.  Tin-  precise  lo¬ 
cality  from  which  it  was  derived  is  unknown.  The  sx  liable,  "Wick.’  is 
found  l,t  many  name:*  o1*  place  -  .out  consequently  in  many  kval  >urna:u* 
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It  is  the  Anglo-Saxon  “W  ic.  or  “\\  ye."  and  is  of  a  very  wide  Mollifica¬ 
tion.  implying  a  dwelling-place.  mansion,  borough.  village,  streei  (Latin, 
"viscus.  with  which  it  is  doubtless  connected),  monastery,  castle,  camp 
or  nnlitaiy  station,  bay.  creek,  etc.  In  local  nomenclature,  however,  it 
generally  implies  a  dwelling,  habitation,  or  village,  etc.  “Week"  and 
"Wyke"  being  very  significant  forms  of  the  name. 

On  account  of  the  many  conquests  of  Britain  during  its  early  his¬ 
tory.  by  various  tribes  of  people  trom  the  mainland  of  Europe,  the  only 
available  record  ot‘  the  origin  of  a  familh  is  through  the  etymology  of 
the  name.  From  the  above  it  appears  that  the  name.  “\\  eeks,"  is  of 
Anglo-Saxon  origin,  and  that  the  family  was.  therefore,  o >  the  Anglo- 
Saxon  race.  It  will  be  noted  that  after  the  Merman  "Invasion  of  Eng¬ 
land.  until  about  135~.  A.  IF,  in  many  instances  the  prefix  “de”  appears 
before  a  surname.  1  ins  is  explained  as  a  French  form  or  custom  brought 
over  by  the  Norman  invaders  and  settlers.  This  prefix  indicating  a 
place  name. 

i  lie  official  life,  occupation,  or  place  of  abode  of  feudal  times  has 
left  its  existing  record  in -English  family  nomenclature.  It  is  a  record 
that  will  never  he  effaced,  and  it  is  one  that  tells  its  own  tale.  After  a 
feudal  office  had  been  held  by  a  family  for  several  generations,  that 
family  usually  received  a  permanent  surname  indicating  that  office,  oc 
cupaticti  or  place  of  abode,  and  that  name  has  been  handed  down 
through  all  the  intervening  generations,  modified  by  various  corruptions 
of  dialect,  nicknames,  spelling,  etc.

All  descendants  of  Leonard  Weeks  of  Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire, 
are  entitled  to  bear  either  of  these  arms.  Xo  crests  arc  recorded  for  the 
shields  of  Stanton  Wyke  and  Xinehead.  mentioned  above.  While  it  is 
possible,  and  perhaps  common,  to  hear  a  shield  of  arms  and  have  no 
crest  to  go  with  it.  it  is  quite  impossible  to  possess  a  crest  without  the 
accompa\  ing  coat  or  shield.  Heraldry  is  purely  a  feudal  institution,  co¬ 
eval  with  close  armour,  devised  possibly  in  Germany,  adapted  and  ini 
proved  in  France,  Spain  and  Italy,  and  imported  into  Fngland  by  the 
Xorman  invaders  and  -ettlers. 

Our  National  Emblem,  the  Stars  and  Stripes,  lias  keen  traced  back 
to  the  paternal  coat  of  George  \\  a-hington.  whose  English  ancestors 
bore  “argent,  two  bam.  gules,  m  chief  three  mullets,  of  lie.  stCMiid, 

A  cross,  the  emblem  of  Christianity,  on  a  eoat-ot -arm  bears  a  re¬ 
ligious  sentiment,  no  doubt,  ir .-pi red  by  the  great  religions  rervor  r  *  the

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period  of  the  Crusade?.  For  my  personal  coat-of-arms  1  would  follow 
l lie  example  <>f  my  ancestor?  of  Newport.  County  Es?ex.  and  Stanton 
Wyke.  County  Somerset.  with  their  three  crosses  on  a  chevron,  emblem¬ 
atic  of  Golgotha.  As  a  Past  Commander  of  Knights  Templar.  I  would 
place  over  that  shield  a  crest  consisting  of  the  Templar  ‘'Cross  and 
Crown."  in  memory  of  those  valiant  and  magnanimous  Knights  of  the 
Crusades,  whose  deeds  of  charity  and  pure  beneficence  have  spread  their 
fame  both  far  and  wide,  and  surmount  that  crest  with  the  motto.  ' 'The 
Old  Rugged  Cross."  recalling  that  beautiful  old  hymn. 

In  that  great  light  of  the  Christian  world,  the  Holy  Bible,  we  are 
taught  that  by  faith  and  luimilitx  we  are  saved,  and  therein  are  we 
charged  by  our  Master  to  love  one  another.  These  virtue?,  to  my  mind, 
constitute  the  very  foundation  of  the  Christian  Salvation. 

Form  a  mental  picture,  if  you  can.  of  a  vision  of  the  people  of  ibis 
world  united  with  faith  in  God— Faith  in  our  blessed  Saviour,  and  con¬ 
ducting  themselves  in  a  manner  that  all  could  have  faith  in  each  other- — 
in  one  grand  church,  marching  on  and  on  in  peace  and  harmony  through¬ 
out  the  years  and  centuries.  Then  compare  that  vision  with  the  tragic 
condition  of  this  world  today:  torn  by  hatred,  selfishness,  jealousy  and 
suspicion  :  so  many  individuals  striving  to  build  themselves  by  trampling 
down  their  fellow  man:  so  many  nations  striving  to  build  and  perfect 
the  horrible  force-  of  destruction  to  the  extent  that  they  may  destroy 
humanity  in  shortest  possible  time  !  W  hile  humanity  has  always  been 
thus,  nevertheless,  we  mint  admit  that  this  i<  a  sac!  and  sorrowful  condi¬

Also  with  reference  to  pedigree  of  Leonard  W  eeks,  published  in 
Rev.  Jacob  Chapman’s  “Genealogy  of  Leonard  Weeks  and  Descend¬ 
ants,”  and  Ernest  A.  W  eeks’  “Descendants  of  Samuel  Weeks  of  Dan¬ 
ville,  \  crmont."  It  will  he  noted  that  tite  Clifton  pedigree,  almost,  com¬ 
pletely  fits  into  the  Rev.  R  J.  Paynton  pedigree  in  the  Chapman  book. 
Tliis  traces  Leonard  Weeks’  direct  line  hack  to  about  1452. 


The  following  excerpts  from  some  of  Mr.  Clifton’s  letters  reveal  bis 
opinions  and  conclusions  -which  have  resulted  in  his  addition  to  the 
Leonard  Weeks  pedigree  and  family  history  during  the  middle  ages. 
Mr.  Clifton  is  an  Englishman  who  has  spent  the  major  part  of  his  life 
near  the  scenes  of  the  Weeks  family  history:  a  nutn  of  intelligence  and 
thoroughly  familiar  with  Kngh’sh  history,  as  well  as  the  customs  and 
habits  of  t ho  English  people.  I  have  the  utmost  confidence  in  his  judg¬ 
ment  and  integrity,  and.  after  a  thorough  personal  study  of  his  notes 
and  letters.  I  accept  his  decisions  as  final  and  worthy  of  full  confidence, 
i  he  following  records  arc  the  most  direct  and  important  of  his  notes. 
In  this  Supplement  I  find  it  impossible  to  include  more  than  about  half 
of  his  records  of  different  branches  ot  the  Weeks  famillv.  Among  the 
excluded  notes  is  a  map  of  Somersetshire.  showing  the  location  of  t In¬ 
most  important  points  nuntioned  herein,  as  well  as  printed  official  docu¬ 
ments  from  the  government  records,  all  of  which  help  to  strengthen  his 
opinion  and  conclusions.  I  regret  that  ic  is  necessary  to  omit  them,  but 
space  will  not  permit.

*  *  *  To  my  mind,  it  is  quite  clear  that  your  descent  is  from  the 
Weeks  of  Dursley  (Gloucestershire).  Thomas  Wykes  trot  the  Manor  of 
Dursley  through  his  marriage  with  the  Chedder  family  heiress,  about  1432. 

In  1503  we  find  his  grandson,  Edmund  Wylies,  owning  460  acres  in 
Stanton  Drew.  Somerset. 

The  family  held  a  very  distinguished  position  for  o\er  UK)  years  and 
were  one  of  the  leading  families  in  Gloucestershire.  Unfortunately,  in 
1557,  the  properties  fell  into  the  hands  of  a  young  man.  Robert  Wykes, 
and.  in  1566,  he  sold  the  whole  of  the  Gloucestershire  properties.  Now. 
Robert  bad  a  younger  brother,  Henry  Wykes.  Is  U  too  much  to  suppose 
that  Henry  was  provided  for  by  being  given,  for  his  portion,  part  of  tin 
lands  in  Stanton  Drew.  Somerset?  I  have  no  proof,  but  it  seems  a  most 
reasonable  surmise!  Ain  way,  1  think  you  would  he  justified  in  adopting 
it  for  your  pedigree.  Thi>  brings  your  family  hack  to  1432.  The  work 
I've  done  is  to  give  you  even  reference  to  this  Weeks  family  in  Somer¬ 
set  and  Gloucester,  contained  (1)  in  the  Patent  Rolls;  (2)  in  the  State 
papers  of  the  reign  of  Henry  YJII.  published  in  thirty-eight  large  vol¬ 
umes  by  our  Record  Office. 

The  sale  by  Robert  Wykes  of  bis  Gloucestershire  estates.  1  found 
in  the  second  edition  of  Atkyn’s  History  of  Gloucestershire.  In  arrang 
ing  the  notes  I  have  kept  those  relating  to  John.  Edmund  and  Nicholas 
distinct. 

The  Minstrel.  “William  Wykes.”  is  an  interesting  character.  I  wish 
I  could  fix  him  for  a  certainty.  Probably  a  brother  of  Thomas  Wykes. 

The  form  “de  Wykes”  is  a  place  name.  These  cle  Wykes  were  of 
good  standing  in  Somerset  and  Gloucester,  but  it  is  impossible  to  say 
whether  they  were  of  Norman  or  Saxon  origin. 

Geoffrey  N.  was  not 
a  Knight :  his  son.  Thomas  N..  was  the  first  Baronet.

You  will  note  how  the  ancestral  Manor  nt  W'\  ke  (Stantoti  Drew) 
was  lost  to  the  family  in  1555.  but  canu  back  again  in  the  reign  of  Ed- 
\yard  4th  with  the  Langley  heiress.  The  Langleys  had  it  from  the 
C  hecklers. 

I  have  an  imperfect  copy  of  one  of  the  volumes  of  the  “Act?,  of  the 
Privy  Council,''  during  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth.  As  it  contains  a 
lengthy  account  of  a  W'ekcs  family  lawsuit,  1  thought  to  cut  l lie  pages 
out  containing  this  and  send  herewith.  You  will  note  how  absurdly 
lamily  names  were  spelled  in  tho>e  days.  In  these  pages  we  have  the 
same  name  in  three  different  spellings  :  W’ekcs;  \Yike  ;  W'ikes.

William  Wykes  was 
of  Durslcy  (Glos.):

“Many  rude  husbandmen  and  artificers  of  England,  feigning  to  he 
Minstrels,  and  some  of  them  wearing  the  King’s  livery  and  feign¬ 
ing  to  he  King’s  MinstreK.  collect  in  certain  parts  of  the  Realm 
great  exactions  ot  many  of  the  King’s  lieges  by  virtue  of  their 
livery  and  art.  And  though  they  he  unskilled  therein  and  itsc  di¬ 
vers  arts  on  working  days  and  receive  sufficient  motley  thence,  they 
fare  front  place  to  place  on  festivals  anti  take  the  profits  where¬ 
from  the  King’s  Minstrels  and  others  skilled  in  the  art  and  using 
r.o  other  labors  or  mis* cries  should  live.” 

William  Wykes  was  therefore  appointed  to  enquire  into  these 
abuses  throughout  England  and  punish  offenders.

The  last 
grant  was  probably  on  his  retirement  to  Gloucestershire.  \\  ynch.e- 
combe  being  near  his  native  Dursley.)

This  family  had  their  name  from  the  parish 
of  Week  St.  Lawrence,  where,  they  were  seated  so  early  as  the  time  of 
Henry  2nd  (1154-1189).  hi  tin  twelfth  year  of  that  reign  (11<>5)  Thomas 
de  Wyke  was  returned  as  holding  two  Knights  fees  of  Robert,  Bishop 
of  Bath.  Who  had  issue  John  de  Wyke.  the  first,  living  in  the  time  of 
King  John.  Who  had  issue  John  de  Wyke,  the  second. 

"Who  had  issue  John  de  Wyke.  the  third,  a  commander  in  the  army 
of  Edward,  the  First,  against  the  Scots.  He  became  Lord  of  the  Manor 
of  Xinehead.  He  was  succeeded  by  John  de  Wyke.  the  fourth,  who,  30

LEONARD  WEEKS  IN  AMERICA 


Emerging  from  thi>  medieval  English  background,  a  few  years  after 
that  famous  ship,  the  Max  flower,  landed  on  tilt  New  England  short 
(1620),  and  during  the  exodus  of  the  Puritans  from  England  to  America, 
Leonard  Weeks  and  his  elder  brother.  William,  settled  in  the  Indian  in¬ 
fested  wilderness  at  Portsmouth.  New  Hampshire,  and  Kittery.  Maine, 
respectively.  Leonard  was  baptized  August  7.  1639,  in  Compton  Martin, 
near  Wells.  Somersetshire.  England.  Dne.no  doubt,  to  the  fact  that  many 
private  ships,  during  thi>  period,  registered  only  the  total  numbe.  of 
emigrants  carried,  instead  of  a  personal  list,  we  know  nothing  further 
about  him  until  the  sixth  of  December.  1655.  when  his  name  appears 
first  in  America,  a-  a  witness  to  a  bond  in  York  County.  Maine.  He  ap¬ 
pears  next  in  the  Portsmouth  records  on  June  29.  the  following  year 
(1656).  In  February.  ]t/»0-61,  he  had  settled  at  what  is  now  Greenland, 
where  he  remained  until  his  death,  in  1707-8.  He  was  a  man  of  property 
and  influence,  owning  real  estate  in  Portsmouth  and  several  farms  at 
Greenland,  which  he.  late  in  life,  deeded  to  1 1 is  several  sons.  Captain 
Samuel  receiving  the  homestead,  which  has  been  handed  down  from 
generation  to  generation  in  the  male  line  until  the  present  time  it  is  yet 
occupied  by  one  of  his  descendants. 


The  descendants  of  Leonard  Weeks,  through  all  of  the  intervening 
years,  have  had  an  honorable  part  in  the  establishing  and  preservation 
of  our  great  nation,  which  today,  regardless  of  its  trials  and  tribulations, 
is  the  brightest  >pot  on  earth  to  live,  and  may  it  long  continue  “the  laud 
of  the  free  and  the  home  of  the  brave.”

Having  traced  our  genealogical  family  line  backward  until  it  fades 
into  the  medieval  mists  of  obscurity,  it  is  fitting  and  proper  to  also 
follow  our  ancestors'  race  of  people,  the  Anglo-Saxons,  until  they,  loo, 
arc  lost  in  the  awtul  mist  ol  time,  and  that  incomprehensible  eternity. 

The  Celts  were  the  earliest  inhabitants  of  Britain,  of  which  we  have 
any  certain  knowledge.  They  were  the  first  of  the  great  westward  mi¬ 
gration  of  the  Indo-European  Aryan  Nations,  hut  it  seems  certain  they 
were  proceeded  hy  some  wandering  tribes  of  non-Aryan  people,  who 
left  no  record  of  their  existence  except  what  has  been  learned  from  vari¬ 
ous  caves  and  exacavations.  Of  the  Celtic  inhabitants  of  Britan  nothing 
is  known  before  the  time  of  Julius  Caesar’s  first  invasion  of  their  coun¬ 
try — 55,  B.  C.  In  his  report  he  says  :  “Wc  found  Britain  inhabited  by 
an  aboriginal  race.  By  far  the  most  civilized  was  the  inhabitants  of  Can- 
tium  (Kent).  The  inhabitants  of  the  interior  do  not.  for  the  most  part, 
sow  corn,  hut  li\e  on  milk  and  flesh  and  clothe  themselves  with  skins. 
All  the  Britons  stain  themselves  with  woad.  which  produces  a  blue  color 
and  gives  them  a  more  formidable  appearance  in  battle.  They  wear 
their  hair  long  and  shave  every  part  of  the  body  except  tin  head  and 
upper  lip.  Ten  or  twelve  have  wives  in  common.” 


The  history  of  Britain  begins  with  this  invasion,  which  was  only 
temporary.  In  43.  A.  D.,  the  Romans  again  took  possession  of  the  south 
part  of  Britain,  which  was  held  as  a  Roman  province  with  continual 
warfare  and  difficulty  until  the  year  410.  A.  I)..  when,  in  order  to  defend 
Italy  against  the  Goths  and  other  tribes,  they  voluntarily  withdrew  ami 
abandoned  the  island  permanently,  leaving  the  Celts  or  Britons  helpless 
in  the  way  of  protecting  themselves  from  the  invasions  of  the  Piets  from 
the  North  and  the*  Scots  fiom  Ireland.  Having  appealed  in  vain  for  help 
from  the  Romans,  the  Britons  applied  to  the  Teutonic  rovers  from  the 
mainland  of  Europe  for  assistance.  Accordingly,  one  or  more  of  the 
tribes  of  Angles.  Saxons,  or  Jutes,  came  to  their  relief,  which  fact  also 
started  the  great  Anglo-Saxon  invasion  that  eventually  overwhelmed 
their  country.  The  Romans  occupied  Britain  as  Christians,  and.  as  a 
Roman  province,  Christianity  was  almost  universal  at  the  time  of  the 
Roman  withdrawal.  The  Anglo-Saxon  invasion  and  settlement  meant 
heathen  conquest  and  heathen  rule,  and  all  was  havoc  for  the  existing 
churches,  ministers,  and  the  whole  Roman  political  system. 


England,  the  land  of  the  Angles  or  English,  is.  according  to  its  ety¬ 
mology.  the  distinctive  name  of  that  part  of  Britain,  in  which,  by  reason 
of  the  Teutonic  Conquests  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  centuries,  the  Teutonic 
race  and  speech  became  dominant.  The  name  i>  in  it<clf  equally  applic¬ 
able  to  the  older  home  of  the  Anglo  in  Germany.  This  name  was  ap 
plied  to  the  south  part  of  the  mle  of  Britain  late  in  the  tenth  century, 
when  the  many  English  *cttlcmei'.ts  or  p  mortalities,  became  om  king¬ 
dom.  The  Teutonic  conquerors  of  Biiiain  were  I.ow-Dutch  (i.  e..  low¬ 
land)  tribes  of  Germany  and  Scandinavia,  a  perievtly  independent  aw* 
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co-equal  branch  of  the  threat  i  euioim*  tamilv.  The  oldest,  perhn-  - 

tiie  tribes  of  this  region,  the  Angles,  bjnxons  and  Jutes,  stand  co;> 
ously  in  that  conquest.  The  time  of  the  heathen  conquest  ends  wit 
first  years  of  the  seventh  century.

The  introduction  of  Christianity  among  the  EngliMi  was  so  grew’  r 
change.  it  gave  a  different  character  to  all  events  that  followed.  Tiw  m- 
troduction  of  Christianity  did  not  stop  warfare,  but  it  so  far  hum.  .  .  ..  i 
its  new  converts  as  to  eliminate  cruel  extermination.  It  no  longer  u 
frightful  death,  flight,  or  personal  slavery.  The  conversion  of  the  Erg- 
lislt  was  gradual  and  on  the  whole  peaceful;  practically  f»ee  of  r c i : -  -us 
persecution  or  wars  ot  religion  within  the  confines  of  am  of  its  k’ag- 
doms.  The  conversion  of  the  English  to  Christianity  was  not  only  one 
of  the  great  turning  points  in  the  history  of  Knglancl;  it  was  one  o:  the 
great  turning  points  of  Christianity  itself,  and  out  of  the  first  act-*  of  a 
long  series  of  spiritual  conquests  which  gradually  brought  all  Europe 
within  the  pale  of  the  church,  thus,  before  the  end  of  t lie  seventh  cen¬ 
tury,  Teutonic  and  heathen  F.ngland  had  embraced  a  new  creed,  that  the 
rule  of  the  1  euton  was  to  be  a  Christian  and  not  a  heathen  rule. 


The  Norman  invasion  started  about  IOpS.  and  W  illiam  the  Conqueror 
was  complete  master  of  England  in  about  five  years  after  his  landing. 

Previous  to  William  the  land  had  been  in  the  possession  of  free¬ 
holders  and  feudal  officers,  with  well  defined  rights  to  their  land.  But 
after  the  conquest  tin’s  was  all  changed.  The  land  became  the  property 
of  the  Crown,  to  be  distributed  among  the  King’s  favorites  (largely 
foreign),  under  feudal  tenure.  This  transfer  made  the  Norman  conquest 
thorough  and  lasting.  The  Conqueror's  foreign  Knights,  and  men-of- 
arms,  were  quickly  changed  into  Englishmen,  and  -according  to  feudal 
law.  Great  Barons  and  feudal  Cords  of  the  Manor  holding  most  of  the 
land. 

t 

“Domesday  Book”  was  finished  in  108fi.  and.  by  the  completion  of 
this  survey,  the  King  acquired  an  exact  knowledge  of  the  possess  ion.-  of 
the  Crown.  It  afforded  him  the  names  of  all  the  land  holders ;  it  fur¬ 
nished  him  with  the  means  of  ascertaining  the  military  strength  of  the 
country,  and  it  pointed  out  the  possibility  of  increasing  the  revenue  in 
some  cases,  and  of  lessening  the  demand  of  the  tax-collectors  in  others. 
It  was.  moreover,  a  register  of  appeal  for  those  whose  titles  to  their 
property  might  he  disputed.  So  accurate  was  this  book  that  its  author¬ 
ity  was  never  allowed  to  be  questioned.  From  this  definite  authority 
there  could  he  no  appeal —Hence.  Domesday,  or  day  of  judgment. 

We  can  hardly  be  wrong  in  calling  tiie  Norman  conquest  the  most 
important  event  in  English  history  Mace  the  first  coming  of  the  English 
and  their  conversion  to  Christianity;  it  was  a  violent  change;  a  change 
which,  in  its  more  distant  results,  touched  everything  in  the  land,  yet 
there  was  no  break,  no  gap  parting  the  times  before  it.  from  the  times 
after  it.  The  changes  it  made  were,  to  a  great  extent,  only  the  strengh- 
cning  of  tendencies  which  were  already  at  work.  The  direct  changes, 
which  we  may  look  upon  as  forming  the  conquest,  itself,  were  made  at 
once,  gradually  and  under  covei  of  legal  form.  The  revolution,  which 
seemed  to  he  the  end  of  English  freedom,  led.  in  the  end.  to  it ^  new 
birth.

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PREFACE

pressed  upon  my  mind  and  heart  by  my  parents. 

It  seems  to  me  that  any  parent  who  has  felt  the  pleasure 
and  pride  of  taking  a  grandchild  or  grand  children  in  tlmii 
arms  cannot  help  but  feel  that  respect  and  veneration  for 
their  line  of  ancestors,  be  that  recorded  line  long  or  short, 
and  by  learning  and  knowing  more  and  more  of  the  conditions 
under  which  each  generation  lived,  as  well  as  the  difficulties 
and  obstacles  which  they  had  to  overcome,  we  more  f vi  1 1  \ 
realize  the  great  economic  advancement  and  the  wonderful 
comforts  and  pleasure  of  living  today  compared  with  the 
time  of  our  earliest  recorded  ancestors,  which  should  make 
us  thankful  that  we  are  permitted  to  live  in  this  wonderful 
age.  When  we  contemplate  the  wonderful  achievements  of 
the  modern  world,  compared  with  that  of  the  time  of  our 
ancestors,  at  first  thought  it  would  appear  that  we  should  be 
much  happier  and  contented,  but  as  happiness  and  content¬ 
ment  rest  to  a  degree  with  each  individual,  and  apparently 
the  more  comforts  we  have  the  more  we  expect,  there  may 
he  a  serious  doubt  as  to  whether  many  people  enjoy  more  real 
happiness  today  than  their  ancestors  who  never  dreamed 
many  of  the  things  to  be  possible  which  are  rather  common¬ 
place  with  us.

Our  Messed  Saviour  has  said:  “Let  him  that  is  without 
sin  first  cast  a  stone."  Let  us  look  well  to  ourselves- -with 
charity  for  all — overlooking  the  errors  of  others  and  dwelling 
upon  their  virtues.  1  believe  every  man  likes  10  think  that  he 
comes  of  good  blood  and  am  man  or  woman  who  can  trace 
their  ancestors  hack  from  generation  to  generation  for  live, 
six,  or  seven  hundred  years  has  something  that  they  mav  well 
he  pround  of. 

The  true  man  will  not  fail  to  profit  by  knowing  the  history 
of  his  ancestors.  If  any  of  them  have  been  swept  away  from 
the  right  course  and  shipwrecked,  he  will  receive  an  impres¬ 
sive  lesson,  teaching  him  to  avoid  the  shoals  and  rocks  upon 
which  they  were  driven.  If.  on  the  other  hand,  they  have 
been  persons  of  intelligence  and  true  worth,  shining  as  lights 
in  a  dark  world,  he  will  find  the  path  of  duty  brighter  and 
more  pleasant  when  illuminated  by  the  light  of  their  princi¬ 
ples  and  their  character.

In  the  year  1889  the  Rev.  Jacob  Chapman  of  Exeter.  V.  11.. 
who  was  a  descendant  of  Leonard  Weeks  through  both  father 
and  mother,  published  his  book,  “Leonard  Weeks  of  (Green¬ 
land.  X.  LI.,  and  his  descendants,  with  early  records  of  families 
connected. “ 


This  hook,  starting  with  Leonard  Weeks’  ancestors  in 
England  some  time  in  the  fourteenth  century,  brought  the 
writer’s  ancestral  line  down  to  Samuel  Weeks  (  5)  of  Danville, 
Yt..  who  was  hi i s  great-grandfather  through  Gcoige  Riley 
Weeks  (6)  and  John  Wesley  Weeks  (7),  my  father. 


Some  time  during  the  year  1907  T  received  a  request  from 
Harriet  Morse  W  eeks  of  Evanston.  Ill.,  for  such  records  of  the 
descendants  of  Samuel  Weeks  as  1  might  be  able  to  furnish, 
which  1  gladly  gave  her.  as  1  was  interested  in  this  work. 
After  this.  I  received  the  following  letters  from  her,  winch, 
are  sel f  explanator v  :

Mr.  Ernest  A.  Weeks: 


1  am  very  glad  to  hear  from  you.  I  have  endeavored  to  make  a 
record  of  Samuel  Weeks’  descendants  (my  husband's  grandfather).  My 
husband  has  been  dead  nine  years.  I  collected  Hayes  genealogy  and 
Morse  genealogy,  and  my  husband  would  say.  “When  are  you  going  to 
write-up  the  "Weeks'  genealogy. ’’  so  a  few  years  ago  1  commenced  that, 
hut  two  little  grandsons  have  come  into  my  home  and  the  genealogy 
has  had  to  rest.

1  re¬ 
luctantly  promised,  in  the  event  that  she  could  not  possible 
finish  the  work,  that  if  she  should  send  her  records  to  me  1 
would  endeavor  to  finish  the  work  to  the  best  of  inv  ability. 
After  lilt*  lapse  of  several  years,  she.  finally  mailed  me  ali  of 
her  records  with  the  advice  that  she  found  it  impossible  to 
complete  the  work  and  hoped  that  J  could  do  so. 

After  I  had  waited  several  years  for  an  opportune  time, 
my  cousin.  Minnie  Knapp  Carleton  of  Long  Reach,  California, 
very  kindly  consented  to  assist  me.  I  am,  therefore,  greatly 
indebted  to  her  for  her  able  assistance,  also  to  my  daughter, 
Hilda  Roos  Weeks,  wife  of  my  son- Lewis,  for  valuable  assist¬ 
ance  in  the  preparation  of  the  manuscript  for  tin*  printers.

THE  WEEKS  FAMILY  TX  ENGLAND 


Few  of  the  families  of  early  settlers  in  New  England  are 
able  to  trace  back  their  pedigrees  with  much  confidence  into 
the  period  before  their  ancestors  left  Europe.  In  fact.  1  am 
informed,  the  modern  custom  of  family  surnames  among  the 
English  people  was  gradually  formed  about  the  period  of 
1  IOC)  to  about  1 300. 


The  name  Weeks  is  said  to  have  been  a  Devonshire  name 
of  Saxon  origin,  but  it  was  also  common  in  parts  of  Somer¬ 
setshire.  Tradition  says  that  Leonard  Weeks  of  Greenland, 
X.  H..  came  from  Moreton  in  the  Parish  of  Compton  Martin, 
near  the.  City  of  Wells,  in  Somersetshire,  and  this  tradition 

has  been  corroborated  to  some  extent  In  sonic  authentic 

* 

records,  such  as  dates  of  births,  marriages,  deaths,  etc.,  from 
the  official  records  of  that  county,  including  the  parishes 
Compton  Martin  and  Chew  Magna. 


Like  all  other  families  that  trace,  back  as  far  as  1500  or 
1600,  we  find  that  the  people  spelled  their  names  in  many  dif¬ 
ferent  ways,  or,  in  other  words,  comparatively  few  seemed 
to  pronounce  a  name  in  the  same  way,  and  apparently  they 
spelled  the  name  in  the  way  they  pronounced  it.  Therefore, 
in  the  old  records,  especially  in  the  old  wills  (See  Rev.  Chap 
man’s  book),  we  find  the  name  Weeks  spelled  as  Wick,  Wicks, 
Wyke,  Weicke,  Weaks,  Weekes.  etc.  Wc,  therefore,  find  the 
following  entries  from  Compton  Martin,  Somerset  County,

Tin*  above  will  give  an  idea  of  the  custom  in  the  spelling 
of  these  early  days. 

Jn  May,  1887.  by  request.  Mr.  J.  F.  Paynton  of  Kelston. 
Somerset  County,  examined  the  records  of  th.e  Probate  Court 
in  Wells  and  found  that  all  the  wills  from  1626  to  1660  (the 
date  of  the  Restoration)  are  missing,  removed,  it  is  supposed, 
in  the  Commonwealth  times,  and  ultimately  lost,  if  we  had 
the  wills  made  during  this  period,  they  might  probably  throw 
much  light  upon  the  ancestrv  of  Leonard  Weeks  of  Green¬ 
land.  X.  II. 


It  might  he  of  interest  to  many  to  know  that  Wells.  Som¬ 
erset  County,  England,  fifteen  miles  southwest  of  Rath,  is  an 
ancient  city,  beautifully  situated  at  the  fool  of  the  Mendip 
Hills,  with  extensive  and  fertile  meadows  on  the  south,  east 
and  west.  Tt  is  said  to  have  received  its  name  from  a  remark¬ 
able  spring,  called  St.  Andrew’s  Well.  Its  Cathedral,  a  stately 
pile,  381  feet  long  by  131  feet  wide,  with  a  tower  178  feet  high, 
is  a  beautiful  edifice  commenced  in  A.  J).  704,  and  enlarged  in 


1138.  The  Bishop’s  Palace,  founded  in  1088,  is  surrounded  by 
a  wall  and  moat,  abundantly  supplied  with  water  from  St. 
Andrew’s  Well.  The  city  is  small,  neat  and  clean,  with  water 
flowing  through  its  principal  streets,  'flu*  population  in  1872 
was  4,518. 


There  must  have  been  a  great  contrast  between  this  city 
and  the  forests  of  Greenland,  X.  1L.  where  Leonard  Weeks, 
toiled  so  hard  and  endured  so  much  to  secure  comfortable 
homes  for  himself  and  his  descendants. 


Moreton  and  Chew  Magna  are  on  the  little  river  Chew 
which  comes  from  the  Mendip  1 1  ills.  Somerset  County,  and 
enters  the  Avon  at  Keynsham.  seven  and  one-half  miles  from 
Bath.  The  Avon  rises  in  Wiltshire  and  flows  into  Bristol 
Channel. 


Everyone  who  is  interested  in  the  genealogy  of  the  W  eeks 
familv  or  English  hi>tor\  should  read  JllackmoreA  hook  en¬ 
titled  “Lorna  Doone.”  a  historic  romance,  the  scene  of  which

After  a  long  time  and  many  clandes¬ 
tine  meetings,  at  a  great  personal  risk,  on  account  of  the  op¬ 
position  of  Lorna’s  family.  John  finally  induced  Lorna  to  de¬ 
sert  her  familv  and  marry  him  at  a  very  elaborate  church 
wedding.  In  the  midst  of  their  happiness,  as  they  were  leav¬ 
ing  the*  church,  a  distant  shot  rang  out,  and  Lorna  fell  in 
John's  arms,  fatally  wounded.  The  Doones  had  revenged  her 
disobedience.  The*  story  is  very  interesting  and  attractively 
told,  giving  much  light  on  the  customs  and  habits  01  the 
people  of  that  country  and  time.

The  Old  Trick  House  stands  on  the  Leonard  W  eeks  place, 
little  west  of  the  Parade,  in  Greenland.  X.  H.  It  is  over  36 
feet  long.  22  feet  wide,  and  the  walls  of  the  lower  story  are 
18  inches  thick.  The  bricks  in  the  front  wall  are  of  different 
colors,  laid  in  order  so  as  to -appear  something  ’like  the  spots 
on  a  checkerboard.  There  was  a  rent  in  the  walls  at  each  end 
of  the  house,  supposed  to  have  been  made  bv  the  great  earth¬ 
quake  in  1775.  but  the  walls  are  now  covered  by  cement,  which 
covers  the  rent. 

The  lower  story  is  18  feet  and  6  inches  high.  The  second 
story  is  8  feet,  and  the  steep  pitch  of  the  roof  .affords  ample 
room  for  the  attic.  The  windows  were  originally  of  small, 
diamond  shaped  glass  set  in  lead,  but  have  been  changed  to  a 
later  style.  The  timbers  are  hard  wood,  oaken  beams,  hewn 
12x14  inches,  and  the  sleepers  of  red  oak.  with  bark  still  on, 
about  10  inches  in  diameter. 

Jt  is  supposed  that  one  object  in  erecting  at  that  early  per¬ 
iod  a  house  so  expensive  was  to  provide  more  security  from 
the  attacks  of  the  Indians.  Some  twenty  years  before  this 
was  built,  Samuel  Haines,  Jr.,  a  brother  to  the  wife  of  Leon¬ 
ard  Weeks,  had  erected  a  garrison  house  not  far  from  this 
place.  There  has  been  much  discussion  about  the  date  when 
this  house  was  built,  and  the  question  is  not  yet  positively  de¬ 
cided. 

Tradition  says  that  a  committee  from  Xew  Market  visited 
Greenland  to  examine  this  house  before  erecting  one  of  the 
same  pattern  for  Jeremiah  Folsom  on  an  eminence  half  a  mile 
south  of  Xew  Market  Village.  Jt  was  not  quite  so  large  as 
the  Weeks  house  and  was  taken  down  after  standing  about 
one  hundred  and  sixty  years.  If  Leonard  Weeks  had  built 
the  house,  he  would  probably  have  given  some  intimation  of 
it  in  describing  the  property,  houses  and  lands,  which  he  con¬ 
veyed  to  his  children  in  1706;  but  there  is  no  allusion  t<>  it. 
The  conclusion  most  probal.de  is  that  his  son,  (‘apt.  Samuel 
Weeks,  who  inherited  the  homestead,  finding  the  old  house 
insufficient  to  accommodate  the  stepmother  and  his  two  un¬ 
married  sisters,  together  with  his  own  large  and  growing 
family,  erected  this  house  about  the  year  1710  or  1712.  and 
that  in  i860  it  would  be  about  1*80  years  old.  About  1889  the 
old  house  was  occupied  by  Robert  lb  Weeks,  < >nc  of  his  de¬ 
scendants. 

On  page  82  of  Wallace  Xutting’s  book,  “Xew  Hampshire 
Hcautiful,”  published  1925.  we  find  t he  following: 


-The  drive  from  Portsmouth  to  Exeter  through  Green¬ 
land.  past  the  oldest  brick  house  in  the  North,  it  not  in  the 
whole  country,  where  the  tenth  generation  of  the  same  fam 
ilv  is  now  dwelling,  is  another  route  oi  pleasure. 

'Phis  refers  to  the  old  Weeks  house  described  above,  show¬ 
ing  that  the  old  house  was  still  in  possession  ot  and  occupied 
bv' one  of  the  Weeks  family  in  1923,  or  about  213  years  old.

We  know  nothing*  of  the  time  when  Leonard  landed  in 
America.  His  name  appears  first  as  witness  to  a  bond  in  York 
Comity,  Maine,  6  Dee.,  1655.  and  next  in  the  Portsmouth  rec¬ 
ords.  20  June,  1656.  when  he  received  a  grant  of  eight  acres 
of  land,  in  Portsmouth,  when  he  first  went  to  the  part  of 
Portsmouth  now  called  Greenland.  He  lived  one  year  on  a 
farm  owned  by  Capt.  Champernoon. 


July  5.  1660.  he  received  grants  of  44  acres,  of  34  acres,  and 
10  acres  of  land.  In  February,  1660-61,  he  had  settled  at  Wiu- 
nicut  Kiver,  now  in  Greenland,  where  he  spent  the  remainder 
of  his  life,  dying  in  1707. 


In  1667  he  had  married  Marv.  daughter  of  Deacon  Samuel 
Haines  of  Portsmouth,  his  neighbor.  She  was  the  mother  of 
six  children.

Leonard  Weeks,  in  the  year  1661,  was  elected  one  of  the 

selectmen  of  Portsmouth.  He  was  afterwards  constable,  and 

for  s(  veral  vears  sheriff.

'J'he  following  copy  of  the  town  records  of  Portsmouth 
shows  that  the  first  generation  who  came  to  America  con¬ 
tinued  the  same  spelling  of  the  name  (Weeks)  so  noticeable 
in  England. 

“Nov.  ye  24.  1708.  at  Meeting  of  Ye  selectmen,  pursuant  a  town  order 
at  last  gen'll  town  meeting  (in  March).  In  answare  to  what  Samuel 
Weickcs  proposed  at  sd.  meeting,  for  ye  exchange  of  twenty  acors  cf 
lande  granted  by  sd.  town  to  his  father  Leonard  Weekcs  deceased  &c.” 


The  Selectmen  of  Portsmouth  ordered  to  ‘‘exchange  16 
acres  on  the  east  of  Winnicut  River  for  20  acres  west  of  it  at 
the  request  of  Samuel,  son  of  Leonard  Weeks,  deceased.  This 
land  had  been  granted  to  Leonard  Weeks.”  (A.  M.  Haines.  )

House lie  lived  in  Canterbury  until  1800.  when  he  moved  to  Danville, 
Yt.  with  his  wife  and  five  children;  he  settled  on  a  farm  near  Danville 
and  lived  there  the  rest  of  his  life:  he  died  May  7.  1884.  The  farm  re 
ntained  in  the  family  until  1899.  A  letter  from  Mrs.  B.  F.  Rollins,  a 
granddaughter  of  St.  Johnsbury,  dated  1905,  say >  lie  was  an  only  child 
and  that  his  father  left  him  when  he  was  only  eight  years  old.  and  that 
his  mother  married  a  man  named  Morrison.  She  died  after  the  farmh 
came  to  Danville  and  was  not  buried  in  the  fa  milt  burying  ground,  but 
she  and  Lewis,  son  of  Samuel,  were  buried  close  together,  with  no 
marker  to  mark  the  place.

The  Taylor  tradition  tells  us  that  the  ancestors  of  David 
Preston  Tay  lor  came  from  Kurland  sometime  during-  the. 
Colonial  period  and  settled  in  Virginia,  but  on  account  of  the 
fact  that  he  was  left  an  orphan  when  verv  small  and  reared 
by  relatives  or  friends,  lie  remembered  very  little  of  his  an¬ 
cestors*  history. 

David  Preston  'Taylor  was  born  in  or  near  Lynchburg, 
Ya.,  and  lived  there  until  lie  was  forty-one  years  of  age.  At 
the  age  of  twenty-six  be  married  Miss  Anna  Moore  in  Lynch¬ 
burg’,  and  in  1832  moved  to  what  is  now  Miller  County,  Mis¬ 
souri.  about  thirty-live  miles  southwest  of  Jefferson  City, 
capitol  of  the  State,  w  here  he  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life. 
He  died  near  Eldon,  Mo.,  January  23,  1890,  about  100  years 
of  age. 


Late  in  the  year  1884  the  following  historical  sketch  was 


published  in  a  local  paper  of  Miller  County: 


‘ALMOST  A  CENTENARIAN 


“Perhaps  the  oldest  resident  living  in  Miller  County  is  David  Pres¬ 
ton  Taylor,  who  resides  with  his  son.  Berry  Taylor,  four  or  I'm-  miles 
northwest  of  here.  Grandpa  Taylor  is  a  native  of  Virginia,  born  Decem¬ 
ber  15,  1791.  He  is  now  approaching  his  94th  birthday.  lie  served  in 
the  war  of  1812 — twenty-one  years  of  age  when  the  war  began— was  a 
brave  soldier,  received  an  honorable  discharge,  and  is  now  a  pensioner, 
one  among  the  few  survivors  of  that  long-ago  conflict.  He  married 
Miss  Anna  Moore  in  his  native  State.  June  17.  1817.  Grandpa  Taylor 
moved  to  this  County  in  1832  and  settled  on  the  farm  which  lie  yet 
owns.  He  was  forty-one  years  of  age.  well  along  in  middle  life  when 
he  came  here  in  1832.  Fifty-three  years  ago  Miller  County  was  not 
christened  at  that  time,  hut  was  included  in  Cole  County,  which  ex¬ 
tended  south  to  the  Osage  River. 


Although  he  almost  twenty-four  years  ago  passed  the  three  score 
and  ten  allotted  to  man.  Grandpa  Taylor  is  remarkably  well  preserved 
and  vigorous;  as  much  so  as  the  ordinary  man  of  sixty-five  or  seventy 
years.  He  walks  about  his  son’s  farm  daily,  visits  the  neighbors  and 
even  occasionally  takes  a  ride  on  horseback.  He  is  a  man  of  remarkable 
intelligence,  lie  has  a  good  memory,  well  stored  with  the  experiences 
and  incidents,  local.  >tate  and  national,  reaching  hack  almost  ten  dec¬ 
ades. 


“Washington  had  served  hut  two  years  of  his  fimt  Presidential  term 
at  Grandpa  Taylor's  birth:  at  the  election  of  John  Adams,  six  yearn 
later,  he  was  large  enough  to  swing  hi-  cap  and  shout  for  Ins  lavorite 


candidate,  and  we  presume  that  was  John  .-\dams.  He  was  a

sorrow  lul  event.  He  was  sixteen  years  of  age  when  Fulton  launched 
iiis  first  steamboat  on  the  Hudson  in  1807.  He  was  a  middle  aged  man 
when  railroads  came  into  general  use,  and  was  filty-tliree  when  Morse 
operated  his  telegraph  line  between  Baltimore  and  Washington.  He  was 
a  gray  haired  man  of  fifty-seven  when  the  Mexican  war  broke  out. 

“\\  hen  he  came  to  this  County,  and  for  years  afterward,  there  was 
no  post  office  nearer  than  JefVersun  City,  and  at  twenty-five  cents  for 
a  letter— the  price  ot  letter  postage  then — it  took  two  or  three  bushels 
of  corn,  a  day's  wages,  or  twenty  pounds  of  pork,  to  pa>  for  a  single 

letter. 


“Grandpa  Taylor  has  always  been  a  temperate,  moral.  Christian 
man.  He  never  indulged  in  strong  drink  and  lie  has  never  used  tobacco. 
He  lias  been  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church,  from  childhood.  He  has 
always  been  an  industrious,  frugal  man.  and  a  quiet,  law-abiding  citizen. 
He  has  seven  children  now  living,  most  of  whom  live  in  this  County, 
and  hi>  dcseendants  are  numerous  and  respectable.  There  is  something 
beautiful  and  grand  in  the  conception  of  such  a  good,  noble  and  pure 
life.  There  can  be  no  more  worthy  ambition  than  to  live  a  life  of  good¬ 
ness  and  usefulness  and  to  attain  a  virtuous,  quiet,  green  old  age. 

“This  noble  old  man  cannot  he  long  of  this  world:  the  sands  of 
life  arc  almost  exhausted,  but  when  he  passes  away  there  will  he  many 
and  earnest  mourners.  The  world  is  better  for  his  having  lived  in  it. 
What  a  hallowed  joy.  what  a  fullness  of  honor  must  these  words  con¬ 
vey  to  one  deserving  them,  and  of  no  one  can  they  be  more  truly  said, 
than  of  Grandpa  Taylor." 


THE  BLUE  AXD  THE  GRAY 

When  David  Preston  J  aylor  was  horn  slaverv  was  a  we!! 
established  institution  in  Virginia,  as  well  as  in  the  other 
Southern  Stales.  George  Washington,  Thomas  Jefferson  and 
practically  all  prominent  people  of  the  South  were  slave 
owners,  and,  as  a  rule,  the\  conscientiously  believed  that  they 
were  right — the  survival  of  the  fittest.  They  believed  that 
the  Negro  was  happier  in  the  slave  condition  than  he  would 
be  if  required  to  shift  for  himself,  and,  again,  the  Negro  race 
multiplied  so  rapidly  they  soon  became  more  numerous  than 
the  white  people,  which  fact  seemed  to  be  a  menace  to  the 
dignity  and  well-being  of  the  white  inhabitants.  In  the  light  of 
subsequent  events,  there  was  a  grave  cause  for  such  reason¬ 
ing,  for  during  the  reconstruction  period  following  the  Civil 
War.  State  Governments  in  the  South  were  in  a  chaotic  state 
lor  a  long  time  until  the  negroes  were  practically  disfran¬ 
chised. 


L  nder  these  conditions  it  was  quite  natural  that  David 
Preston  Taylor  and  his  family  should  be  Democrats  and  in 
sympathy  with  slavery.  .As  time  passed  on,  and  the  North 
was  becoming  more  and  more  populous,  it  was  plain  that  it" 
the  South  did  not  extend  the  slave  owning  States  into  the 
then  existing  territories,  to  offset  t lie  North  or  abolitionists, 
they  must  eventually  lose  their  power  to  continue  the  institu¬ 
tion  of  slavery  in  the  original  Southern  States;  hence  the 
long  struggle  over  Missouri  and  Kansas  and  other  territories 
in  the  Louisiana  Purchase. 


Peter  Taylor  was  about  eleven  years  old  when  his  father 
emigrated  west  and  settled  on  the  very  border  line  of  the 
border  state  of  Missouri,  and  naturally  was  imbued  with  the 
same  principles  and  beliefs  of  his  father  and  his  native  State, 
Virginia,  so  that  when  the  Southern  States  attempted  to  se¬ 
cede  from  the  Union,  and  the  great  Civil  War  was  begun,  it 
was  only  to  be  expected  that  his  sympathies  would  be  with 
the  South,  lie  was,  therefore,  made  a  Captain  in  the  Con¬ 
federate  Army;  also,  two  of  his  sons  were  Confederate  sol¬ 
diers  in  that  long  and  bloody  struggle.  It  was  also  to  be  ex¬ 
pected  that  Isabella  Josephine  Taylor  (the  writer’s  mother) 
would  fully  sympathize  with  her  father  in  the  great  struggle. 

After  the  second  election  of  President  Lincoln,  the  great 
reconstruction  policy  was  conceived  in  his  heart  and  mind, 
and  was  expressed  in  his  second  inaugural  address  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  language:

1  his  wonder  I  til  spirit  of  charity  and  conciliation  after  four 
l°ng  years  of  bitter  struggle  was  not  only  carried  out.  but 
enlarged  by  General  Grant  at  the  surrender  of  General  Lee 
at  Appomattox,  which  ended  the  long  and  bitter  war,  w  ith 
both  sides  glad  that  the  war  was  over.  The  Blue  and  the 
Gray,  each  the  bravest  of  the  brave,  and  each  lighting  for 
what  he  conscientiously  thought  was  right,  and  be  it  to  the 
everlasting  credit  of  the  great  mass  of  the  Southern  people 
that  they  eventually  reconciled  themselves  to  that  great  re¬ 
construction  principle  as  was  evidenced  at  the  outbreak  of 
the  Spanish  War.  when  some  of  their  old  generals  and  inanv 
of  their  descendants  rushed  to  volunteer  under  “Old  Glorv.” 
and  today  there  is  no  North,  no  South,  no  Hast,  no  West,  but 
one  great  nation  united  under  the  banner  “K  Pluribus  UnumA 


serving 


The  writer's  father,  John  Wesley  Weeks,  after 
practically  four  years  in  the  Union  Army  from  the  State  of 
Vermont,  shortly  before  Lee’s  surrender  at  Appomattox  was 
ordered  under  General  Sheridan  to  the  place  which  is  now 
Brownsville,  Texas,  on  the  north  hank  of  the  Rio  Grande 
River  in  an  “Army  of  Observation”  to  watch  the  French 
troops  just  across  the  river,  under  Maxmillian,  where  he  was 
held  until  July  14,  1865,  or  over  three  months  after  the  war 
was  over,  when  the  French  Government  recalled  their  troops 
from  Mexico  at  the  demand  of  our  Government.  He  then 
returned  to  Vermont,  his  old  home,  and  in  the  following  No- 
vember  (1865)  with  his  brother,  George  Riley  Weeks  and 
his  family,  came  West  and  settled  near  the  David  Preston 
J'aylor  home,  where  he  subsequently  met  Isabella  Josephine 
Taylor,  and  they  were  married  [March  24.  1867 — a  beautiful 
romance — the  union  of  the  Blue  and  the  Gray — the  spirit  of 
the  great  reconstruction  outlined  by  the  immortal  Lincoln.
